Special  sections  will  be  reserved 
for  unaffiliated  freshmen,  soph- 
omores, juniors,  seniors,  and  fac- 
ulty members. 

Transportation  Provided 

Cars  and  buses  will  be  provid- 
ed to  transport  groups  assigned 
to  work  on  the  mountain  to  the 
base  of  operations.  Men  will  form 
a chain  to  pass  buckets  of  white- 
wash up  to  the  Y,  and  women 
will  help  pass  down  empty  buck- 
ets, Laub  said. 

While  some  men  throw  white- 
wash and  lime  over  the  block 
letter  others  will  be  digging  eros- 
ion trenches  to  keep  water  from 
undermining  it.  A bulge  on  one 
arm  of  the  Y is  scheduled  to  be 
cut  off,  Laub  said. 

Women  to  Work  on  Campus 

Some  women’s  groups  will  be 
assigned  to  work  on  campus,  rak- 
ing up  debris,  straightening  fen- 
ces, and  beautifying  the  grounds. 

Lunch  will  be  served  at  the 
stadium  to  all  who  participate  in 
the  morning’s  work,  Laub  said. 
A dual-ticket  system  has  been  set 
up  to  assure  no  “sloughers”  eat 
- the  meal.  One  ticket  will  be  pass- 
ed out  at  the  morning  assembly 
and  another  just  before  dinner. 
Both  must  be  presented  in  order 
to  eat. 

Games  in  the  stadium  will  fol- 
low lunch.  Idora  Bickel,  game 
chairman,  has  planned  unusual 
relay  races  and  a greased  pig 
chase.  Highlight  will  be  a grudge 
match  tug  of  .war  between  the 
animal  husbandry  departments 
and  political  science  departments

Y-Day  Loafers 
To  Get  Hosing 
At  Lunchtime 

“Vigilantes”  will  return  to  cam- 
pus this  year  empowered  to  seek 
out  and  round  up  all  Y Day 
“sloughers”  and  persuade  stu- 
dents “by  way  of  a firehose”  to 
join  the  morning’s  work. 

This  group,  discontinued  two 
years  ago,  has  been  revived  as 
part  of  Y Day  tradition,  it  was 
announced  by  Jack  Zenger,  vigi- 
lante chairman.  Both  men  and 
women  vigilantes  have  been  or- 
ganized. Most  are  physical  edu- 
cation students  and  all  are  able- 
bodied,  Zenger  warned. 

About  25  will  work  in  the 
morning,  going  through  the 
dorms  and  policing  tennis  courts, 
swimming  pools,  stores,  and 
other  “sloughers’  ” hideouts. 

A central  dispatching  office 
will  be  set  up  in  the  Clark  Ser- 
vice Center  basement  where  stu- 
dents may  call  to  repoprt  viola- 
tors. The  number  is  FR  3-1940, 
ext.  531. 

“We  feel  that  anyone  who 
shirks  Y Day  work  is  so  dirty  he 
needs  a free  bath,  and  we’ll  give 
him  one  with  a fire  hose,”  Zenger 
asserted.  All  violators  will  be 
brought  to  the  stadium  and  thor- 
oughly washed  down  as  workers 
each  lunch. 

Zenger  warned  that  vigilantes 
will  be  checking  students  for  the 
meal  tickets  given  out  at  work 
sites.”  Anyone  who  doesn’t  have 
both  tickets  had  better  be  a pret- 
ty fast  talker  because  the  vigi- 
lantes won’t  be  the  kind  of  guys 
to  sit  down  and  counsel  with 
you,”  he  said. 

Students  are  urged  to  urge 
their  roommates  to  participate, 
but  Zenger  asked  that  they  try 
not  to  get  too  violent  with  their 
shirking  friends.

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NO  NEED  TO  KNOW 


Last  week  an  editorial  appeared  in  this  news- 
paper entitled  “Students  Want  to  Know!”.  The 
article  argued  for  the  release  to  the  editorial  staff 
of  this  newspaper  the  complete  tabulations  of  the 
election  results.  An  excerpt  from  that  editorial  read 
thus:  . . The  mere  fact  that  the  studentbody 

desires  to  know  the  news  of  the  elections  should 
justify  the  release  of  such  news.” 

That  statement  should  have  read  : “ . . . The  mere 
fact  that  the  studentbody  desires  to  know  the  news 
of  the  elections  should  justify  the  release  of  such 
news  to  the  Brigham  Young  Universe  editorial 
staff. 

In  the  Code  of  Newspaper  Ethics  adopted  by 
the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  Editors,  Article 
II  states:  “Freedom  of  the  Press  is  to  be  guarded 
as  a vital  right  of  mankind.  It  is  the  unquestionable 
right  to  discuss  whatever  is  not  explicitly  forbid- 
den by  law,  including  the  wisdom  of  any  restrictive 
statute.” 

It  was  for  this  freedom  that  the  Brigham 
Young  Universe  staff  was  fighting.  The  editor- 
ial staff  wanted  only  the  right  to  print  vote  tabul- 
ations. This  did  not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
results  would  be  printed. 

In  the  next  edition  of  this  newspaper  on  Friday, 
it  was  announced  that  the  results  would  be  pub- 
lished in  this  issue.  At  this  point  the  fight  for 
Freedom  of  the  Press  was  almost  won.  The  next 
day  when  Dee  Jacobs,  elections  committee  chair- 
man walked  into  the  editorial  ofice  and,  with 
misgivings,  gave  the  tabulations  to  the  editorial 


staff  of  this  newspaper,  the  fight  was  completely 
won. 

Responsibility  for  publishing  the  story  then  lay 
completely  in  the  hands  of  the  editorial  staff  of 
the  Universe.  For  sheer  news  value,  this  was  the 
biggest  story  of  the  year,  and  the  Universe  staff 
had  won,  after  a long  argument,  the  right  to  print 
it. 

But  there  was  one  more  consideration  that  had 
to  be  made  before  the  story  could  be  published. 
That  consideration  is  also  expressed  quite  well  in 
the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  Editors’  Code 
of  Ethics.  Article  VI,  Section  1 states:  “A  news- 
paper should  not  invade  private  rights  or  feelings 
without  sure  warrant  of  public  right  as  distinguish- 
ed from  public  curiosity.” 

The  editorial  staff  of  this  newspaper  has  held 
that  the  rights  of  the  entire  studentbody  exceed 
those  of  persons  who  desire  to  serve  the  student- 
body  in  the  capacity  of  a class  or  executive  council 
office.  Perhaps  this  was  right. 

It  was  held  by  other  persons  that  the  feelings 
of  losing  candidates  would  be  badly  hurt  by  the 
publication  of  vote  tabulations.  Perhaps  this  was 
right. 

When  the  direct  responsibility  for  publishing 
the  entire  election  results  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
editorial  staff,  where  it  belonged,  it  was  decided 
that  the  tabulations  would  not  be  published.  Per- 
haps this  was  right. 

If,  by  declining  to  publish  these  figures,  the 
permanent  impairment  of  the  personality  of  any 
losing  candidate  was  avoided,  then  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  . • . this  was  right.

In  my  obituary  appearing  in 
the  Universe  I was  assigned  for 
early  education  to  the  Brigham 
Young  Academy  of  Logan,  Utah. 
As  a son  of  Brigham  Young 
College  of  Logan,  Utah,  I return 
from  the  grave  in  spectral  pro- 
test against  the  assignation.  As 
the  name  of  my  old  school  sug- 
gests, Brigham  Young  College 
was  founded  by  Brigham  Young.

the  fact  that  the  editorial  did 
not  indicate  this,  I think  they 
were  thoroughly  and  thought- 
fully considered  for  several 
weeks,  and  that  many  opinions 
were  solicited  from  both  faculty 
and  students.  The  main  reason 
given  in  defense  of  the  idea  was 
simply  that  the  students  want  to 
know.  There  was  no  studentbody 
vote  taken,  and  so  no  valid  con- 
clusions can  be  drawn  one  way 
or  another.  Most  people  would 
probably  stop  to  view  a nasty  ac- 
cident on  the  street,  but  I am  not 
sure  this  is  the  best  thing  for 
them  nor  for  the  person  who 
may  be  viewed.  If  curiosity  is 
the  ruling  element,  why  don’t  our 
educators  tell  us  what  our  I.Q. 
is — I wonder  if  they  would  con- 
sider publishing  them.  Some  have 
suggested  that  if  a person  knew 
by  what  majority  he  won,  this 
may  stimulate  him  to  even  great- 
er heights. 

Of  course,  the  controversy 
could  be  true  if  the  margin  were 
very  narrow  and  if  the  candidate 
didn’t  know,  persons  have  a 
strange  tendency  to  always  sup- 
pose the  best,  and  although  ru- 
mors might  be  circulated,  people 
usually  believe  the  rumors  they 
want  to  believe  and  that  make 
them  feel  the  best. 

Something  Distinctive 

I felt  that  this  was  something 
that  made  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity distinctive  and  different 
and  showed  that  we  had  regard 
for  the  individual  and  his  feel- 
ings. I thought  this  was  quite 
different  than  elections  on  a 
national  scale  where  the  candi- 
dates are  professional  and  are 
paid  thousands  of  dollars  for 
their  service.  Although  the  possi- 
bility of  someone  being  severely 
hurt  and  affected  by  this  act  is 
remote,  at  least  it  is  a possibility, 
and  why  take  the  risk  it  it  isn’t 
necessary  or  if  it  ultimately  isn’t  I 
going  to  do  a lot  of  good  to  the 
studentbody. 

I thought  of  someone  getting 
3,000  votes  to  50  of  their  oppon- 
ents and  the  effect  that  this  may 
have  in  discouraging  a person 
from  the  fine  experience  that 
comes  with  elections.  If  such  an 
act  were  to  affect  negatively  the 
life  of  one  person,  I didn’t  think 
and  still  don’t  that  it  is  worth 
answering  the  curiosity  that  most 
people  wouldn’t  consider  without 
the  question  being  posed.

‘Traditionalists’  Discontented 
With  Y Road-Building  Rumor 


All  roads  on  Y Mountain  do  not  lead  to  the  Y,  but  one  does  lead 
.halfway  up  and  will  be  used  to  haul  heavy  Y-Day  materials,  accord- 
ing to  Leland  M.  Perry,  Physical  Plant  supervisor. 

A tractor  trail  has  been  dredged  up  to  a ledge  south  of  the  Y 
and  almost  on  the  same  level.  Y-Day  committee  x recommended  the 
project  to  make  it  possible  for  a base  of  operations  to  be  established 
at  the  ledge  rather  than  at  the 


foot  of  the  mountain.  The  new 
base  will  allow  students  to  work 
with  a horizontal  bucket  brigade 
line  rather  than  a vertical  one. 

The  trail  terminates  at  the 
ledge  and  will  not  be  connected 
now  to  any  existing  trails  beyond 
that  point,  Perry  said.  Some  stu- 
dents had  expressed  concern  that 
a road  would  be  built  up  to  the 
Y eliminating  the  traditional 
mountain-climbing  work  day. 

Perry  explained  that  the  trail 
will  make  possible  several  proj- 
ects that  have  never  been  tried 
on  Y-Day  because  of  difficulties 
of  carrying  materials  up  the 
mountain.  He  briefly  outlined  a 
conservation  and  beautification 
program  of  planting  grass  and 
shrubs  on  barren  spots.

Jay  B.  Karren,  Vernal,  zoology 
laboratory  employe,  is  now  back 
at  work  after  a tangle  with  one 
of  his  charges,  a rattlesnake 
kept  for  a lab  specimen. 


Karren  was  removing  the 
snake  from  its  cage  to  clean  the 
cage.  He  took  hold  too  far  be- 
hind the  head  and  the  snake 
reached  around  and  bit  his 
-thumb.

In  Annual  BYU  Invitational  Meet

Despite  wet  weather  Friday,  Saturday  dawned  a beautiful  day  and  the  42nd  Annual  Brigham 
Young  University  Relays  were  declared  a success  by  the  officials  of  the  meet. 

With  six  new  records  in  the  books  and  many  sparkling  all-around  performances,  the  2,000  odd 
participants  of  the  big  cinderfest  can  well  be  proud  of  themselves 

Some  of  the  best  performances  were  scored  in  the  Jack-of-all-trades  division,  the  All-Around  Ath- 
letes. Jim  Darnell,  the  winner  of  the  big  first  place  trophy,  posted  a new  javelin  mark  with  a throw 
of  180  ft.  1 in.  The  old  record  of  171  ft  11  in.  was  held  by  Rex  Berry  of  Carbon,  now  a professional 
football  star  with  the  San  Francisco  49ers. 


Tieing  two  marks  and  nearing  several  others  was  fleet  Calvin  Wiggins  of  Elko,  Nev.  Wiggins  tied 
the  100-yard  dash  standard  set  by  Nate  Long,  now  track  coach  at  South  High,  running  the  century 
in  10  flat  over  Friday’s  soggy  track.  The  Nevada  ace  also  equaled  the  low  hurdle  mark  set  by  Mel 
Wilkes  in  1954  by  topping  the  sticks  in  20.5.

In  his  books  written  in  pre- 
war days,  he  prophesied  such 
things  as  the  Soviet  International 
Program,  Mussolini’s  failure,  and 
the  establishment  of  Communist 
rule  across  Europe  by  military 
force. 

Dr.  Colton  has  lectured  before 
many  prominent  audiences,  in- 
cluding the  Institute  of  Inter- 
national Affairs  in  London.  He 
has  previously  spoken  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  and 
taught  BYU  summer  classes  one 
year.
